The "Hubbard E Meter" is a piece of electrical equipment used by the 
"Founding Church of Scientology". In a trial held inthe U.S District 
Court Washington, D. C., during April 1967, tms device was foun 
be misbranded by a Federal Court Jury. On appeal, the court reversed 
the findings of the lower court holding that the group operates as a 
religious organization, but they also held that "since the basis of 
our reversal was that the case was improperly framed rather than tha 
the Scientologists’ device and literature were absolutely protected, 
or that "he evidence was insufficient, it would appear that a paw trral 
would be in order". The Solicitor General decided not to seek review 
of this verdict by the Supreme Court. The claimant did seek such re- 
view but was denied. A retrial date of September 1 has now been assigned. 
Since that trial, several other E Meter devices offered for importation 
into this country have been detained and trials on these otters have 
- been held in Los Angeles and in Texas. The Government won both of these 
suits although the claimants have appealed the one m Los Angele .

I wrote to you approximately one year age-, re. the 
activities of Scientology, after I read the distressing 
"Life" arcticle, I was told that you are well aware of the 
manner in which L. Ron.

In a trial held in the U.S. District 
Court, Washington, D. C., during April 1967, this device was found to 
be misbranded by a Federal Court Jury. Chi appeal, the court reversed 
the findings of the lower court holding that the group operates as a 
religious organisation, but they also held that "since the basis of 
our reversal was that the case was improperly framed rather than that 
the Scientologists’ device and literature were absolutely protected, 
or that the evidence was insufficient, it would appear that a new trial 
would be in order". Tha Solicitor General decided not to seek review 
of this verdict by the Supreme Court. The claimant did seek such re¬ 
view but was denied. A retrial data of September 1 has now been assigned. 
Since that trial, several other E Meter devices offered for importation 
into this country have been detained and trials on these matters have 
been hold in Los Angeles and in Texas.

3. We could agree to release the B Meters to clainaats-eonsignees 
and render tha action moot. There are only 3 of these devices concerned 
with this particular case.

Recommended Action ; 

We recommend that course 42 above be taken. 


Note: 

AS will be recognized, this contested detention is related to the broader 
question of our future actions with respect to tha use and distribution 
of the "Hubbard B Meters" by the so-called Founding Church of Scientology. 
By purusing the course which we have recomaended, we will not be faced 
directly in thia action, in the Government's case, with the question of 
whether or not these devices have a ‘'religious" use, although the claimants, 
of course, are bout to attempt to interject this issue Into their part of 
tha suit.

The claimant did seek such re¬ 
view but was denied. A retrial date of September 1 has now been assigned. 
Since that trial, several other E Meter devices offered for importation 
into this country have been detained and trials on these matters have 
been held in Los Angeles and in Texas. The Government won both of these 
suits although the claimants have appealed the one in Los Angeles. 


Options : 

In connection with the pending action in Minneapolis, we have the 
following options: 

1. To go forward with a full trial meeting the religious issue, 
i.e., whether the Founding Church of Scientology is, in fact, a religion, 
whether the literature is religious literature which can be utilized by 
the Government as labeling in expressing intended use or is exempt under 
the constitution and whether the device is part of the religious confessional 
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procedures which is exempt under the constitution. 

\ 

2. To go to trial with a Halted number of witnesses to show that 
the literature says what the detention hearing showed, without meeting 
thereliglous question at all, and in addition, moving the court for 
Judgment or a continuance on the basis of our successful California case, 
which is now on appeal. 

3. We could agree to release the E Meters to claiaants-consignees 

and render the action moot. There are only 3 of these devices concerned 
with this particular case. Additionally, we should note that we have 
just received information that the E Meter devices are again being manu¬ 
factured in country and are thus available to all who want them 

without being imported. 


Recommended Action : 

We recomaend that course #2 above be taken. 


Note : 

As will be recognized, this contested detention is related to the broader 
question of our future actions with respect to the use and distribution 
of the "Hubbard E Meters" by the so-called Founding Church of Scientology. 

By purusing course which we have reconmended, we will not be faced 
directly in this action, in the Government'a case, with the question of 
whether or not these devices have a "religious" use, although the claimants, 
of course, are bout to attempt to interject this issue Into their part of 
the suit. If the claimants are successful in this action in Minneapolis, 
we believe that it will have a minimal adverse effect on the case now 
scheduled for trial In Washington, D. C., in September.

If you can bring someone to make a 
perfect duplicate of anything it will 
vanish. We have a perfect duplicate 
clearly defined: 

A perfect duplicate is an additional 
creation of the object, its energy, and 
s pace , in its own space , in its own time . 
using its own ener gy. (And we could 
append to that “the considerations 
which go along with it”, because it 
couldn’t be anything but 
considerations.) 

And: This violates the condition that 
two ob j ects must not occupy the same 
s pace, and causes vanishment of the

If you ask somebody to simply make a 
perfect duplicate of, for instance, a vase, 
just exactly where it sits, it will begin to 
fade out on him, and he can do that to 
almost anything. 

Why doesn’t it fade for somebody else ? 
This is quite remarkable. Everything in 
this universe is displaced or misplaced. 
When we talk about a lie, we reajly 


last moment or two several cosmic rays 
went through your body.

This universe is scrambled.
